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RARS Participates in ARRL Field Day 2015 


On June 27 and 28™, RARS once 
again assembled a team to participate in 
the 2015 edition of ARRL Field Day. For 
the 18"" consecutive year the event was 
held at the farm of Jim (N4CAE) and 
Beth (KF4QMR) Carroll in the Friendship 
community southwest of Apex. This 
year’s RARS entry was in the 9A catego- 
ry. 

The RARS Field Day team consisted of 
Dennis Keith (Chair), Marty Young 
(W4MY), Dave Eckert (KB8V), Steve Jen- 
kins (W4MGT), Paul Stroud (AA4XxX), 
Andy Peterson (AA9P), Curt Phillips 
(W4CP), Bob Starkenburg (W4TTX), and 
Tadd Torborg (KA2DEW), James Marolda 
(KE4DRN), Paul Mobus (KE4TMN), and 
Charles Good (KM4AMT). 


The team arrived on the site on Fri- 
day, June 26", and began the chore of 
installing towers and antennas for the 
various bands. A 30-foot tower was 
erected to support a 10/15/20 tri-band 
beam for Phone. Another tri-bander for 
CW was installed on Marty’s AB-577 
“Rocket Launcher” tower. Various di- 
poles and doublets were strung through 
the trees and from the towers for the 
lower bands. Two antenna triplexers 
were used, one for Phone and one for 
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CW. These devices allow the tri-band 
beams to be used on three different ra- 
dios on three different bands simultane- 
ously. After the antenna and radio in- 
stallation and a quick interference test 
the crew was treated to a fantastic meal 
of grilled chicken, beans, potato salad, 
corn on the cob, and deviled eggs skill- 
fully prepared by chef Gordon, Marty’s 
son. 


In a break from the usual layout for 
Field Day, this year’s event saw all of the 
stations except Digital assembled under 
one 20 x 30 tent as opposed to the for- 
mer layout of a separate tent for each 
station. The CW stations were aligned 
along one wall with the Phone and GO- 
TA stations along the other. This allowed 
for much more interaction between the 
various stations. Several operators had 
opportunities to operate on multiple 
stations during the event. 

On Saturday morning the team again 
arrived and turned the normally quiet 
and serene Carroll farm into a buzz of 
activity. Final rig checks were made and 
the Welcome Station and signage were 
set up. The event got underway at 2:00 
pm (1800 UTC). Things went well until 


2:30, when torrential rains and 44 mph 
winds along with a thunderstorm caused 
a break in the action. The crew sprung 
quickly into action fabricating end flaps 
for the tent. The storm eased up enough 
to get back on the air by shortly after 
3:00. 


Dinner was served at 5:00 pm. Again, 
we broke from the tradition of pork and 
chicken barbecue and were treated to a 
fine selection of sandwiches, sides, and 
desserts from Jason’s Deli. There was 
plenty of food to feed everyone for din- 
ner as well as for overnight snacks and 
Sunday lunch. Many thanks to Vianne 
Pendleton, XYL of Dale, (W4AUV) for 
once again coordinating a great meal. 


At 6:00 pm the second round of rain 
and thunderstorms arrived, this time ac- 
companied by a tornado warning mere 
miles from the site near the Lee/ 
Chatham county line. Again, RARS was 
off the air while everyone wisely took 
shelter in the garage at the Carroll 
home. Around 8:00 we were up and run- 
ning again. The rains caused a drop in 
temperature, making for a very comfort- 
able Saturday night and Sunday. With a 
few exceptions the bands were open 
throughout the night and on Sunday. 
Paul Mobus (KE4TMN) manned the Na- 
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tional Traffic Service station, sending 
multiple traffic messages originated 
from the site. 


Dr. Jim Boehner (N2ZZ), the ARRL Ro- 
anoke Division Director, paid a visit to 
our site on Sunday morning and had pos- 


itive comments on the layout. 


At 2:00 pm on Sunday Field Day came 
to an end. All of the gear was packed 
away and the antennas and towers were 
disassembled. By 6:00 pm the Carroll 
farm was returned to its peace and se- 


renity for another 363 days.

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FCC Invites Comments on Proposed 
Rules for New LF and MF Amateur 


Allocations 


The FCC is inviting comments on its 
recent proposals to authorize Amateur 
Radio operation on two new bands -- an 
LF allocation at 135.7 to 137.8 kHz 
(2200 meters), and an MF allocation at 
472-479 kHz (630 meters). Amateur Ra- 
dio would be secondary on both bands. 
Comments are due August 31. Reply 
comments -- ie, comments on com- 
ments filed -- are due by September 30. 
The FCC allocated 135.7 to 137.8 kHz to 
the Amateur Service in accordance with 
the Final Acts of the 2007 World Radio- 
communication Conference (WRC-07). 
The proposed new allocation at 472 to 
479 kHz would implement decisions 
made at WRC-12.

Amateur Radio Parity Act of 2015 In- 
troduced in the US Senate 


A companion Amateur Radio Parity 
Act of 2015 bill has been introduced in 
the US Senate. Mississippi Republican 
Sen Roger Wicker introduced S. 1685 on 
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June 25, with Connecticut Democratic 
Sen Richard Blumenthal as the initial co- 
sponsor. The Senate bill joins an identi- 
cal measure in the US House, H.R. 1301, 
which was introduced in March by Illi- 
nois Republican Rep Adam Kinzinger. 
Both measures would direct the FCC to 
extend its rules relating to reasonable 
accommodation of Amateur Service 
communications to private land-use re- 
strictions.
